Another Killing in San Francisco.

San Francisco, Feb. 28.—Russell 
S. Thompson, a conductor.on a cable 
railroad, was shot and killed this 
morning «by A. H. Cochrane, his 
father-in-law, who afterwards killed 
himself. -Cochrane has been violent 
for some time and was supposed to be 
insane. One of Cochrane’s six 
little children .went, at about 11 
o’clock, to wake Thompson and found 
him dead in bed, with a bullet hole in 
his left temple. Her father lay gasp- 
ing on the floor, covered with blood. 
He was removed to the Receiving 
Hospital, where he died from his 
wounds, which were located in the 
stomach and under the chin, the latte: 
wound ending beneath his left eye, 
the bullet having cut the sesophogus. 
The other bullet passed below the 
breast bone, coming out on the left 
side. 

Thompson’s wife, who was the 
daughter of Cochrane, died ten months 
ago.. Thompson was about twenty- 
five years of age. The two men nevér 
had any trouble, but the murderer’s 
eon, Willie, said the family had been 
afraid of their father for some time. 
No one knew, however, until the trag- 
edy, that the latter went armed, and 
nothing was known of the dreadful 
affair until.some time aiter the deed 
was committed. 

Cochrane was seen to go to a drag 
store about 9:30 A. M. and buy some 
medicine. He had been under treat- 
ment for more than a year for nervous 
trouble. In the bedroom a 44 calibre 
“Bulldog” revolver was found. The 
The sheets and pillows were saturated 
with blood and the floor was covered 
with pools of blood where Cochrane 
writhed after shooting himself. He 
was a native of New York, aged sixty- 
four years. He had been a painter, 
but of late was too ill to work. 

Joho. A. Wall, an attorney and step- 
son of Cochrane, said he had threat- 
ened to kill the family upon 
many occasions. He thought they 
were trying to swindle him out of an 
imaginary fortune. He was taken 
before the Lunacy Conymission a year 
ago, but was discharged;

From the time the first. shot was fired 
on Fort Sumpter to Lee’s surrender, a 
period uf four years, the North had 
killed in battle 61,362 soldiers.

‘‘During the Civil War the com- 
bined losses of the Federal and Con- 
federate forces, killed in battle, died 
of wounds and disease, in hospitals 
and elsewhere, were 464,722.

“Again, of the Federal troops 212,- 
608, and of the Confederate 476,169, 
in all 688,777 on both sides, were made 
prisoners during the war, not much 
over half of whom were captives at 
any one time.

The Faree About Played Out —The 
Washoe Committee Checks the 
Passace ofthe Suricesquae Equal- 
ization Bill. : 

Carson, Feb. 26, 1891. 
Eprror Gazette: The last act in 
the Legislative comedy is drawing to 

a close, and the actors, dupes, and 

hangerson who now tread the board 

(or floors) of the two Houses of the Par- 

lia ment of Nevada, will in a few days 

be shocked by the sudden and en- 
phatic stroke of the gavels of their re- 
spective presiding officers, and the 
words sine die will strike the tympa- 
ntim of the members, some of whom 
will soon rush. out, and ask the ever 
present small bov, “‘who’s dead.’’ 
The Legislative curtain will drop, the 
lights will be turned out, and the 
actors will quietly steal back to their 
respective constituencies, with tales 
of success, victories gained, parlia- 
mentary didlomacy and cunning, the 
while studiously avoiding any refer- 
ence to any omissions, failures or 
schemes of clique or corporative dicta- 
tion in which they were connected, 
Some have served the purpose for 
which they were sent, and will not 
appear again. Others will be retained 
for future reference and will again 
persecute asuffering people by their 
oft repeated turns. Scarcely fifteen 
working days remain of the sixty 
day’s session, and those figured down 
to the minumum oftime that has 
been used in the past forty days, 
would hardly reach twenty-four hours. 

The query would naturally strike one, 

what can now be accomplished in this 

limit of time, when the action of two 

Houses, reference to committees, and 

other necessary and unnecessary de- 

lays are considered. At first the re- 
orts of the paper men were the per- 
ection of leniency and went out that 
the organizations had been effected; 
that the members were becoming ac- 
quainted, feeling around on pet meas- 
ures, etc., after a few days they were 
getting down to work. Several meas- 
ures Ol importance were before com- 
mittees and the prospects were fora 
busy and profitable session. Now but 

a few hours remain; the final ad- 

journment will come, and the farce 

will be played out. The old chestnuts, 
viz: the apportionment bills, the con- 
solidation of State officers, the reduc- 
tion of State expenses, the monkeving 
with the school fand, woman suffrage, 
license laws, stud poker, etc. will be 
introduced, referred to committees, 
amended, killed, and in some cases 
passed to be perfectiy impractible or 
uncoastitutional. There are now four 
or five bills in progress of «<0 1s8idera- 
tion, consolidating some State offices, 
cutting off deputies, etc.. There are 
more being carried around in coat 
pockets covering the same matter, 
ready to be sprung in proper time. 
In each instance it will put the intro- 
ducer of the bill on record as an econ- 
omist and reformer, to which he can 
point with pride, but in the deep re- 
cess Of his anatomy he tickles him- 
self with the self gratifying knowledge 
that there is another measure that 

will conflict with his .and the d——n 

thing won’t pass any way, so no one 

will be hurt. I verily believe that 

these bills are gotten up sureptitiously , 

by interested parties, not State offi- 

cers of course, changedin their read- 
ings somewhat, and handed to differ- 
ent innocent members tobe intro- 
duced, the original authors fully know- 
ing that something of the kind will 
come up, and thatit is well some- 
times to fight fire with fire. Nothing 
of any consequence will be accom- 
plished at this session regarding the 

State government expense.

MIGHTY ENGINES OF WAR. 


Pror. ScHerpieR has invented a ma- 
chine for producing artificial smoke on 
a battle-field, which, it is believed, will 
be of great value to counteract on some 
occasions the introduction of smokeless 
powder. 

COLONEL DEBANSE and M. Schneider, 
the directors of the Cail and Creusot 
works, respectfully declare that it is 
unnecessary to replace steel guns by 
bronze cannon, in view of the adoption 
of smokeless powder. 

Tue total number of guns of the Ger- 
man navy is 831; France, 1,942; Italy, 
666; Russia, 688; Austria, 362; Great
